I really 
don't care what color his eyes are as long as he 
doesn't wear eyeglasses. He should come from a 
very nice family. What is most important is that 
he be very considerate. He must like children 
because I want a large family." 

Every girl has a picture of her Prince Charm- 
ing. True, he might not be mounted on a white 
steed. In its place is a car. The latest model. One 
can make a list of what any girl "wants" in a 
man. 1 once had a group of girls make such a 
list. They all wanted a man with what they called 
"looks." They wanted to be proud of being in 
his company. Since we all do daydreaming, about 
.half of the girls wanted a man with a lot of 
money. The. others were more realistic. They 
realized that most of the girls were not marrying 
wealthy men. In fact, this half were willing to 
work to contribute if necessary to the family in- 



Most of the girls wanted a man with similar 
tastes. Jeannette had studied music. She wanted, 
"A man who envoys opera as well as modern 
music. He need not play a musical instrument 
but he should be sympathetic to my desires to 
get ahead in the field of music." Bella is the 
outdoor type. She wanted. "A man who enjoys 
winter and summer sports." 



On the other hand there were girls who had no 
objection if the man had different tastes. But 
they all wanted a man who could discuss a variety 
of subjects whenever there would be a gathering.

' a fellow who knows what is happening in this 
world and be able to discuss things intelligently 
with other people." 

The question of a man and his habits as 
affecting future happiness did not receive much 
consideration from about half of the girls. They 
felt a "man should have some leeway in doing the 
things he wanted. But when pinned down as to 
exactly what this meant, they were rather vague. 
So I asked the following questions : 

"Are you willing to marry a man who insists he 
has a right to drink as much as he wants?

The answers I received made me conclude that 
often a girl thinks she has fallen in love with the 
man of her dreams and hence overlooks some 
very important details that may wreck any pos- 
sible-future happiness. Now let me word this an- 
other way: The' moral background of a man is 
really more important than his looks. Looks do 
bring, people together, but looks change. Take a 
snapshot of your daddy when he was going with 
your mother. Then take a snapshot of your daddy 
today. Put them side by side and you'll be startled 
by the physical change. There is no known way 
of keeping one's same appearance throughout the 
years.- The thin slender fellow of twenty may be- 
come the stout man of fifty, and the boy who had 
all that hair on the top of his head now wears a 
wig. Sad but true. Prince Charming does age and 
shows wear here and there. 

I wish more girls, when they think about their 
Prince Charming, would also include in the list, 
the important moral qualities that a good man 
should have. This means that common sense must 
temper the emotions, I know a woman who sadly 
told me, "I married the wrong kind of a man. I 
thought I could remake and reform him. Any girl 
who thinks this should have her head examined." 

In making a list of the things a young girl 
wants in her Prince Charming,- there must be a 
blank. For we all do change. That also includes 
the young girl. We acquire different tastes and 
habits as we mature. One of the main purposes 
of education is to change ua for the better.

They had enjoyable days at the 
beach. There was swimming, the picnic lunch, 
and then the trip home. This is Romance with a 
capital R. 

The tough realistic fact is that a girl must 
understand that the courtship period is entirely 
different from the married life. The purpose of 
courtship is to bring two people together. Yet a 
girl must be able to "eye" a man in terms of the 
responsibilities he will face in running a home. 

Sure, John was wonderful when it came to 
spending his money. He paid nothing at home for 
room and board. Now he wants to continue to 
be liberal, but the income is limited. He has to 
support a wife, pay rent, pay for food, look after 
doctor and dental bills, and have some money 
set aside for insurance. Can this Prince Charming 
change? And if he does change, will he be happy 
about it? Will there be bickerings over each nickel 
and dime? 

A girl must look into the future, for there is 
always a tomorrow. A budget can hurt a man's 
ego, but without it a married couple will have a 
lot of unpaid bills. The expression, "We can't 
afford that," rarely comes from the mouth of 
Prince jCharming. v Yet it is very important to live 
within one's income. 

Often when a girl goes out with her Prince 
Charming, she likes his friends, or she tolerates 
them. When married, these friends often appear 
in a different light. Why? Because they weren't 
actually real friends. They were merely acquaint- 
ances with whom one did similar things. That 
was the only bond that brought them together. 
Now when people are married, they do different 
things, and their tastes do change.

As one girl 
sadly complained, "Jim is almost the most wonder- 
ful fellow in the world. But why must we live in 
the shadows of his successful brother? Everything 
in Jim's family centers around his brother. We 
have a right to our own life." Which is essentially 
correct. Yet the world does look up to the success- 
ful brother who pushes the other one out of the 
limelight. 

I enjoy going to affairs and dances where my 
wife and I meet many girls and their Prince 
Charmings. One thing I have noticed is that as a 
a girl gets older and watches her friends get mar- 
ried, something happens to her in regard to her 
Prince Charming. She starts to let down a bit on 
some of the qualifications. He need not have all 
the hair on his head; he need not earn that big 
salary; and he need not even be a college grad- 
uate. But one should never let down on the moral 
qualifications for a Prince Charming without 
moral fibre is just a fraud.
